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Town manager hopes to avoid Special Town Meeting

Calling the town’s $603,073 budget 
deficit for the new fiscal year a “relative- 
ly small problem,” Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski believes the shortfall might 
be addressed without calling a Special 
Town Meeting. 

The shortfall represents less than 
1 percent of the town’s $113 million 
budget for the year. 

Stapcezynski had indi- 
cated a Special Town 
Meeting might not be 
needed to address the prob- 
lem last Monday during a 
selectmen’s meeting, say- 
ing $300,000 designated to 
cover this past winter’s 
snow removal will not be 
needed. “The point is (the 
shortfall) is going to be a 
whole lot less,” he said. 

According to Stapezynski, officials 
are working to find alternatives to the 
Special Town Meeting. 

He said Joe Piantedosi, plant and 
facilities director, and Bernie Tuttle, 
business manager for the schools, have 
been looking into the possibility of 
delaying or postponing capital projects 

Tuttle would not reveal which pro- 
jects are under consideration, but did say 
he was in favor of delaying capital pro- 
jects rather than cutting additional per- 
sonnel. 

“We've certainly taken a deep enough 
cut with personnel,” he said

According to Stapezynski, the pro 
gram’s success would depend on how 
many people took advantage of the 
option, and whether the vacated posi 
tions would need to be filled by new 
employees. “It’s as simple as that. or as 
complex as that,” he said 

He said if a Special Town Meeting is 
needed, the town will need five or six 
weeks to prepare for it. The new tenta- 
tive date for a Special Town Meeting is 
Oct. | 
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Every day the fire-department side 
of the new public safety center looks 
more like a building, and less like a 
hole in the ground. 

Despite the work done so far this 
summer, however, town officials 
remain skeptical that the general con- 
tractor, Mello Construction, will finish 
the nearly $14 million job by December 
as it claims it will. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said he expects the building will be 
completed in May 2004, more than a 
year and a half later than the original 
September 2002 deadline. Carlos 
Mello, president of Mello Construction, 
maintains the project will be complete 
in December, a date Stapczynski does 
not believe is realistic. 

Passersby have seen the steel frame 


recently, the wooden eaves of the roof 


take shape. “We’re happy with the last 
eight weeks or so,” said Stapezynski. 
Stapezynski, who has complained in 
the past that not enough men were 
working on the site, said the number 
has increased. “We’ve had as many as 
22 — which is what we want to see,” 
said Stapezynski. Stapezynski admitted 
that on Monday there were only 12 
men working, but he said that the num- 


ber of workers and their progress has | 


been better recently. 

The project has seen many set-backs 
and delays since it was approved by 
1999 Town Meeting. The project’s 
original completion date was Septem- 
ber 2002, but deadlines began to slip 
almost immediately. Ground was bro-

The new bus policy requires 
students in grades 7 to 12 to pay 
to ride during the 2003-04 
school year. The price is $235 
per student for the year. Children in kinder- 
garten through grade 6 will continue to ride 
without a fee. Parents won’t be charged more 
than two user fees - $470 — no matter how 
many children need to ride the bus. 

Marta Totten, a mother of students at 
South Elementary and Andover High School, 
just learned of the fee deadline this week.

Totten said she never expected to pay for 
school busing. “Busing is essential. (The 
school administration) knew this was a need.

The memo read: “Your respec- 
tive boards sit in a quasi judicial 
capacity when ruling upon requests 
for licenses (and suspensions there- 
of), variances, permits, subdivision 


approvals and other related matters. 

“During the hearings process, a 
member often makes comments 
during the hearings about his or her 
view of the merits of the matter 
pending before the board. Such 
comments are perfectly appropriate 
when made during a hearing in a 
public forum, and the comments 
are often reported in the media. 
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“However, I would encourage 
you not to make such comments 
about the merits to the media out- 
side of the public hearing, when the | 
hearings have not come toa con- | 
clusion and a final vote has not 
been taken.

than getting nickel-and-dimed to 
death,” said Brian Pattullo, 
police chief and task force mem- 
ber. “Did you discuss an over- 
ride at all? I think it should be 
on the list. | would be willing to 
go up a bit to keep services.” 

After the meeting, Hender 
said the subcommittee will not 
be adding an override to its list. 

“That has to be done with 
larger representation than just 
the four of us,” said Hender. 

“The history in this town is 
that people don’t support over- 
rides,” said James. 

It is not clear if the town will 
support the proposed options 
drafted by the subcommittee. 
Hender said a great deal would 
probably depend on each idea’s 
ability to save money or gener- 
ate revenues. 

Hender said the ideas are all 
in the infancy stage, so it is too 
early to say if the town will 
adopt any or all of them. 

Hender said the SPTF sub- 
committee is dedicated to find- 
ing money-saving strategies and 
plans to weigh each idea in fair 
and realistic ways. According to 
Hender, the ideas fall into two 
categories: “‘practical and realis- 
tic,” and “a nice dream.” 

“It’s the only way things are 
going to get done, if someone 
takes a chance,” said Hender. 

Hender called the idea of 
selling town bottled water “a 
nice dream.” 

“But that doesn’t say dreams 
can’t come true,” he said. 

He said he did not know if 
the town could be or should be 
selling its water. 

“We have no idea what it 
would cost to bottle water,” he

said. But knowing that will 
determine whether the idea has 
merit. 

Hender pointed out the price 
of bottled water is higher than 
gasoline and if the concept does 
ever become a reality, it could 
generate revenue. “We have 
very good water, extraordinary 
water,” he said. “We have 
enough water. The amount of 
water we have is not the issue.” 

When asked if the Town 
Meeting vote for $4,480,000 to 
upgrade the water-treatment 
plant that passed in the spring 
was done to pave the way for 
selling more water, Hender said 
“No.” 

“That was not the intent. The 
intent was to modify the plant,” 
he said. 

More feasible means of sav- 
ing money and obtaining rev- 
enues include the pay-as-you- 
throw trash program. The idea 
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was shared with the task force 
last week. Buzz Stapezynski, 
town manager, seemed skeptical 
of the idea, but is willing to 
learn more about it, “My gut 
reaction is against this,” said 
Stapezynski. 

Stapezynski and others on 
the task force are prepared to 
hear more on the topic from 
Andover Recycling Commis- 
sion member Candy Dann in the 
near future. 

In American towns that have 
adopted pay-as-you-throw pro- 
grams, people throw away 17 
percent less trash, on average, 
said James. In Lexington, trash 
was reduced by 33 percent with 
such a program. 

James said people are more 
aware of what they throw away 
and what can be recycled when 
they are paying for it, resulting 
in an overall reduction in solid 
waste. 

There was some debate on 
whether a pay-as-you-throw 
program would be appropriate 
for Andover. Hender said deci- 
sions on any of the ideas from 
the subcommittee are months 
away. 

He said renting classroom 
space could be a win-win situa- 
tion if a group, such as a book 
club, is looking for a place to 
meet and the town is already 
paying to heat the building. He 
said he did not know how much 
of a demand there is for space. 

The incentive program for 
town employees to suggest ideas 
would compensate employees 
for ideas that saved the town 
money or generated revenues. 
Hender said employees could be 
given a flat fee or a percentage 
of the money raised or saved by 
the idea. He said no employee 
would be paid until the idea was 
proven to be a money-making or 
money-saving mechanism.

$30,000 grant helps Memorial Hall Library cater to disabled patrons

Andover’s Memorial Hall 
Library has been awarded a 
$30,000 grant to better serve 
people with disabilities. Library 
Director Jim Sutton said the 
money will be used to ensure 
that everyone who uses the 
library will have easy, indepen- 
dent access to all of the library 
resources, 

What does this mean for the 
library? 

* New signs, that are compli- 
ant with the American Disabili- 
ties Act, will be designed and 
installed. 

* Teletypewriter (TTY) ser- 
vice for the hearing impaired 
will be installed at the reference 
desk. 

* Sign-language interpretation 
will be offered at all library pro- 
grams. 

* Each public-service desk 
will be redesigned to accommo- 
date patrons in wheelchairs. 

* Three large monitors will be 
purchased for the computer 
workstations to accommodate 
the visually impaired. 

Funding for the grant is set to 
begin in October, according to 
David Gray, director of commu- 
nications and public relations for 
the Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners. This 
year, all libraries that completed 
the grant application process

were awarded money, said Gray. 

“Applying for a grant is a 
long process.” said Sutton. “You 
need enough staff to put together 
a proposal.” Prior to the applica- 
tion, Memorial Hall Library had 
two meetings, where people 
somehow affected by disabili- 
ties, as well as parents of chil- 
dren with disabilities, were invit- 
ed to suggest ways the library 
could improve service. The grant 
committee, which included six 
staff members and one trustee, 
learned that patrons had trouble 
finding their way around the 
library, and this is why new signs 
are being designed, and more 
space is being created. 

“We tried to look at the mean- 
ing of ‘disability’ is a broad 
sense,” said Sutton. 
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Sutton also said a survey will 
be taken to determine which new 
software the library will pur- 
chase with the grant money, but 
it will most likely be Kurzweil 
Learning software, and Braille 
software for children. 

The library’s Web page will 
be updated with a consolidated 
sub-Web page designed specifi- 
cally for people with disabilities. 
An online brochure and 
pathfinder will be created that 
will provide current information 
about disabilities and printed 
copies will also be available. 
Sutton said the staff will be fully 
trained to accommodate patrons 
with disabilities, and will be pro- 
ficient in new software and pro- 
grams provided by the library. 
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Free parking 
downtown, for now

Free parking in the redone 
Olde Andover Village parking 
lot will continue until all the 
curbing is replaced. Then, park- 
ing lot users will pay for their 
spaces at two new pay stations, 
rather than by putting change 
into meters. 

The lot is undergoing a 
$200,000 makeover with money 
approved at three Town Meet 
ings. As of Townsman press 
time, there was no specific date 
for the installation of the pay 
stations. The pay stations are 
replacing more than 100 parking 
meters that were removed when 
the downtown parking lot 
Main Street was repaved earlier 
this month. 

“We want to finish it sooner 
rather than later and get those 
pay stations in. It generates 
money,” said Safety Officer 
Robert Cronin. “But we have t 
wait for the curbing.” 

Andover’s police department 
joined the latest trend in park 
ing-lot payments when 
switched from meters to parking 
stations. Cronin said the 
are easier to maintain than 
meters, easier to empty and look 
better. Instead of 114 parking 
meters, the repaved parking lot 
will have two pay stations 

“We're the first in our block, 
sO to speak, to put these in, but 
other communities are using 
them and like them,” he said, 
noting that the MBTA and some 
state parks use pay stations, as 
do towns on Cape Cod 

When the are 
installed, drivers will pay 25 
cents an hour to park in the lot 
and parking will be limited to 
two hours. Upon entering the 
lot, drivers will pay for an hour 
or two and leave the receipt on 
the dashboard. Andover parking 
police will patrol the lot and 
plan to ticket any offenders

Governor Mitt Romney's 
att€mpt to cut recycling funds 
was easily defeated by a 137-15 
House vote overriding his veto 
last Thursday, a decision 
Andover State Rep.

“When you have a cut that size 
a community like Andover will 
definitely feel the brunt of that.” 

The House’s $3.5 million 
recycling bill provides grants to 
towns and cities like Andover. 
Finegold said not paying for 
recycling now will double or 
triple the cost of trash disposal 
down the road

mittee (NESWC) and is finish- 
ing a contact where it is paying

In deciding which people to 
appoint to positions on town 
boards, Stapezynski considers 
the free time a person has, their 
interest in the topics covered by 
a particular board and whether 
applicants will create a balanced 
board. 

“Tt may not be obvious why 


people are selected,” he said. 
Stapcezynski said it comes 
down to finding people who will 
collectively offer a variety of 
opinions and perspectives, a 
diverse yet complementary 
makeup. “Sometimes it’s just not

the right fit,’ he said. “We look 
for a blend.” 

He said the town would not 
want a board made up of all 
lawyers or residents living in the 
same neighborhood. He said the 
layman is as much in demand as 
an expert when it comes to help- 
ing a board function effectively. 

He said, while it may appear 
the town is in dire need of mem- 


bers this year, it actually has 
fewer vacancies than during pre- 
vious years. “Every June I reap- 
point,” he said, adding there are 
always remaining vacancies.

Lyman suggests residents 
interested in volunteering 
should test the waters by 
attending meetings. 

“They are immediate 
openings in most cases,” said 
Lyman. “I think when people 
join they'll see how wonder- 
ful the people are.” 

The process starts by fill- 
ing out a talent bank applica- 
tion obtained from the town 
manager’s office. “You feel

Celestial Estates 
homes face rejection

Opponents of developer 
Yvon Cormier’s plan to build a 
high-end housing subdivision off 
Lincoln Street won a victory 
when the Planning Board reject- 
ed his proposal Tuesday night. 

Cormier needed special per- 
mits to carve out part of a wood- 
ed hill near Andover High 
School before he could build a 
development of eight single- 
family homes called Celestial 
Estates. The board said the pro- 
ject would have violated zoning 
rules against building on steep 
slopes. 

Sixty-four area residents had 
signed a petition urging the 
board to reject Cormier’s appli- 
cation, protesting the elimination 
of the glacial ridge that makes up 
the hill. They also argued that 
the thousands of truck trips 
required to haul away soil would 
worsen dangerous traffic condi- 
tions on Lincoln Street. 

In a sign that town leaders are 
expecting the denial to land them 
in court, the Planning Board 
members had Town Counsel 
Thomas J. Urbelis on hand to 
make sure the explanation for

At a previous meeting, the 
Planning Board had already 
denied Cormier’s development 
company a special permit to dis- 
turb land with a slope of more 
than 35 percent over a 10-foot 
distance, which is normally a 
violation of the zoning law.

ken in October 2000 and Plant 
and Facilities Director Joe 
Piantedosi said the project was 
three months behind as of April 
2001.

Supporter: Plan for roads to mall could solve traffic problem, spur development

The Mills Corp.’s proposal to 
build a series of roads off Interstate 
93, in the shape of a giant human 
ear, that would spur development 
and alleviate traffic, received a 
hearing from officials Tuesday. 

The new roads would allow 
access to a mall the company is 
pitching in Tewksbury and to com- 
panies like Wyeth BioPharma and 
Gillette Co. in the Lowell Junction 
area of Andover. These companies, 
and Ballardvale neighborhood res- 
idents in southern Andover, are 
Crying out for new highway ramps 
for the workers 

Officials for Mills, an Arling- 
ton, Va.-based real-estate invest- 
ment trust, presented their $18 mil- 
lion-to-$25 million roadway plan 
to a joint hearing of selectmen and 
the Planning Board. 

Mills wants to build a 750,000- 
square-foot mall in Tewksbury, 
half the size of the Burlington 
Mall, to serve an area that is 
“under-stored,” said Elizabeth 
Link, group vice president. Link 
was not specific about which 
stores would occupy the Tewks- 
bury mall. 

The new highway interchange 
for it would take at least 24 months 
to win permits, and roads could be 
built in phases over another 18 
months.

Americans hit wall 


Title hopes crash after coming up 2 runs short

The Andover American Major 10-12 Little League All- 
Stars came up two runs and one victory shy of a second straight 
District 14 Tournament title, dropping a 7-5 decision to Tewks- 
bury American in their championship round final at Pollard 
Field in Billerica. 

Despite home runs by Steve LaFortune and Sam Clark, the 
locals fell behind 5-0 early and ran out of innings. 

Andover bowed out of the double-elimination tourney with 
a 6-2 overall record, while Tewksbury won the district at 5-1 
and advanced to the Massachusetts Sectionals at Wyoma Field 
in Lynn where they were quickly ousted after two straight loss- 
es. 

Both teams’ only losses were to each other, Tewksbury 
edging Andover 9-8 in nine innings and Andover clubbing 
Tewksbury 12-5 in earlier battles. 

“Tt was a nice run,” said Andover manager Rick Crowley.

Andover had scored at least eight runs in all previous games 
and hit double figures four times. 

While Tewksbury pitcher Dan Mazzei was not a complete 
mystery, the righthander really made only two bad pitches in a 
complete-game eight-hitter that featured six strikeouts and no 
walks. 

“The kid is a pitcher — not a thrower — and he put the ball 
over the plate,” said Crowley. “He was smart and he didn’t get 
rattled when we hit the homers. Not walking anyone was also a 
big key. 

“Our kids were disappointed — for about 10 minutes. I 
think some of the parents took it harder. We went out to eat 
afterwards and the mood was good.” 

Last year Andover American won both District 14 and Sec- 
tional championships, qualifying for the State finals where the 
dream faded following losses to Middleboro and eventual 
Williamsport (Pa.)

The vaccine, available from

Meningococci bacteria are 
passed from person to person 
through saliva, and the disease 
thrives in close living quarters,

such as college dorms. College 
students often share everything 
from cigarettes to silverware to 


kisses, setting themselves up for 
infection. 

“It’s a relatively rare disease, 
but the ramifications are huge, 
if you get it,’ said Joanne Mar- 
tel, Andover’s assistant health 
director. “This virus moves 
fast... it attacks nerves and even- 
tually the brain.” 

Martel said national data 
shows outbreaks among college 
students living in dorms have 
increased significantly during 
the last 10 years. “We need to 
get the word out that it is pre- 
ventable,” Martel said. 

Already 16 states require 
college freshmen to be vacci- 
nated (see sidebar, below). 
Massachusetts is not among 
them, although the legislature is 
currently researching the issue. 
Just last week, a public hearing 
at the Statehouse brought out 
several speakers who have been 
affected by the disease. Sur- 
vivors often lose limbs, become 
deaf or suffer from other ner- 
vous-system problems. 

Martel said the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public 
Health “recommends” the vac- 
cine, but no law has yet been 
passed mandating it. Andover

“In Search of Pencil Sharpeners: Liv- 
ing the Efficient Life.” 

In her speech, Shen reminisced 
about the delight she had as a child 
turning the crank of a manual pencil 
sharpener, watching the shavings fall 
to the floor, and catching the whiff of 
the pencil’s wood. While automatic 
pencil sharpeners and mechanical pen- 
cils are more efficient, she pointed out 
that the value — the delight — of the 
experience is lost. 

She concluded with advice for her 
classmates: “So move on from here, 
and do what you love. Find people to 
love who remind you of why you are 
here and how much influence you can 
really have. Be honest with yourself in 
that you are doing what you think is 
right. Do yourself a favor, and sharpen 
some pencils while you're at it. By all 
means, be successful, make money, 
make a good living. But never forget 
what it is you are living for.” 

Shen was awarded Bowdoin’s 
Goodwin Commencement Prize for 
her commencement speech. 

While at Bowdoin, the graduate of 
Phillips Academy was a member of 
the women’s JV soccer team and stud- 
ied piano. She also taught piano to 
local children.

“Let’s use water wisely,” is the message that goes out 
with each kit, says John Pollano, plant superintendent. “It’s 
really a water department reaching out to the public and 
asking them to participate.” 

He says water conservation is difficult to measure, but 
Andover is staying within its daily limit. 

The kits are being offered for the third year. Pollano esti- 
mates 500 to 600 residents in town have put the free gifts to 
use. 

The big hit this year seems to be the moisture meter, a 
device designed to gauge when lawns and gardens need to 
be watered and when they are wet enough. Pollano says it 
saves water and helps people to take better care of their 
grass and plants by not overwatering. 

Also included in the freebie package is a rain gauge, 
multi-functional garden hose sprayer, low-flow shower 
head, kitchen and bathroom faucet aerators, toilet leak 
detection tablets and a toilet tummy, to help Conserve water 
when flushing.
